As soon a* the d istric t court ren ­ 
ders a decision, w hichever sidd loses 
will im m ediately appeal to the state 
suprem e court, which sits here in Ok­ 
lahom a City and w hich is prepared to 
hear th e case speedily. 
In the m ean­ 
tim e th e legislators have agreed not

WOODS IS PRAISED FOR AID TO JAPAN. 


The outstanding personality in the relief work in Tokio has 
been Ambassador Cyrus Woods- Although his house burned over 
his head, all his personal effects were lost and his mother and 
wife were endangered, he opened within twenty-four hours a 
temporary embassy in the Imperial Hotel and provided every 
comfort and assistance possible to all foreigners, of whatever 
nationality. 
Later he tried to find a method of helping the Japanese develop 
a program of permanent reconstruction. The American Embassy 
was first to reorganize, although other embassies were not burned. 
Shanghai is full of anti-Japanese rumors, but the stories of 
Japanese incompetence are exaggerated. They did the best possi­ 
ble under the circumstances. Two million homeless within a few 
hours made a problem so enormous that it is impossible to expect 


the machine to work smoothly in every part. Your correspond­ 
ent spent eleven days in Tokio and Yokohama during the earth- 
suake period and realizes Japan’s bravery in facing the colossal 
task of meeting the destruction of the country’s heart and the 
probable loss of the fruits of fifty years’ labor to become a great 
Power. 
The Japanese people are facing the greatest calamity in the : 
world’s history manfully. Mistakes here and there must be ex­ 
pected in such a catastrophe. 
In Tokio. Yokohama and Robe enthusiastic expressions of 
gratefulness for America’s friendship and assistance have been 
heard. The Japanese today regard the United States as their sin­ 
cerest friend, coming to their aid even before the Japanese them­ 
selves realized their terrible loss-

states, and these State executives will be asked to enforce them.

no Eighteenth Amendment there would be little need for this con­ 
ference of Governors. The very heart and core of the session will 
be prohibition. 
The President and as many of the forty-eight 


Governors as attend will find themselves facing the blunt ques­ 
tion of whether the States shall honestly, ffilly and energetically 
put the weight of their authority and their police powers behind 


the Federal statutes. They will be reminded that these were en­ 


acted by the Congress in the name of all the people of all the 


states, and these State executives will be asked to enforce them. 


New York has refused to enact a State 
enforcement 
act. 


N6w Jersey is like-minded- 
So is Maryland, if recent political 


developments there mean anything. The same spirit of nullifica­ 


tion exists in other States. This may or may not be reflected iii 
the conference, which is facing the necessity of deciding whether 


the law of the land or the appetites, cravings and wishes of a 
part of its peoples shall be supreme.

An ordinance licencing plumber* and 
regulating installation and alteration 
of plumbing was placed on its Ars 
reading 
by

Thursday night in answer to a demand 
for city regulation. 
The ordinance 
provides 
that 
a1 
plumbers must obtain a city license 
to practice their trade, making appli 
cation in w riting to the Cty Managei 
and giving their name, residence ad 
dress, place of business, number o 
years they have worked at the trad* 
and furnshing an agreement to abid« 
by the law. 
License fees will be $10 annually 
expiring each December 31. and in ad 
ditlon the plumber must furnish bon 
in the sum of $2,000. Kecoras of th; 
licenses will be kept by the Manage 
and duplicates by the Director ot Pub 
lie Health and the Superintendent ot 
the W ater Works according to the pro 
visions of the new ordinance. 
Other regulations regarding licens 
lng for 
connecting water and sewer 
lines will still be in force. Violators of 
the ordinance will have ther licenses 
I evoked by the City Manager after a 
hearing before him and people whc 
take water or sewer lines without per­ 
mission may be charged with a mis­ 
demeanor and fined not to exceed 
$100 according to the terms of the 
proposed ordinance.
